From this Hegyra we may date the misfor- 
tunes of Holland, as to what concerns the Doc- 
trine of Fanſensſm; for after he had wander d 
jometime in the Low- Countries, and fountt there 
no Port fo Anchor in; he ſet to Sail again, and 
came to Holland, unh piſy befated to the Re- 
ception of this new falſe Prophet. Whether 
he ſteer'd hither on bis on accord, or uas in · 
vited in by the Apoſtqligal Vicar, is ppc cerfiyn ; 
but certain it is that he met with a very Kind 
welcome from that Prelate, who receiv'd him 
a5a Man ſent from God; and in witneſs of the 
kiadne he -bore him; plac'd him in the 
Begginageat Delph. Four;Years he lay hid in this 
{ſecure retreat; during which time, the _ 1ubc/1 
Proſelite, who had in reality the Cunning of the 
Serpent, and in appearance the Candour of the 
Dove, had ſo worm'd himſelf into the Vicars 
affection and eſteem, that be had got a perfect 
alcendant over him, But as on the one 
fide, the Apoſtolical Vicar gave himſelf entirely 
up to be govern d by him; ſo on the other, he 
total laid himſelf out in promoting his Credit; 
and one of his main concerns was to procure him 
Scholars dut of the young Divines, and out of 
thoſe; ſuch as he fore-ſaw wonid be moſt ſuſcep- 
tible of his Leftures ; and profit ſo well by them, 
as fo fit themſelves for; thoſe poniderable Poſts 
inthe Miſſion he deſign d them to- The Doctor 
very willingly imbrac d the Fmyloy; and meet.

Sebaſte, and Succeſſor to Caſtorienſis in his Apo 
lical Vicarſhip. Monſieur Francis Vim Huyſſen, 
nw-Provicarius of VUiretch, and firſt Affiftant to 
Sebaſtemes. Monſieur Fobn Chriſtianus Vn Erkel, 
Secretary at preſent to the Chapter of Virerch, 
who has receiv'd other promotions from Sehaſle- 
vu, and lately that of Archi- Presbyter ot Delpb- 
und. Monſieur Nirolds Erbeliur, Unkle to the 
above mention d Cbriſtiamus, and alſo Aſſiſtant to 
Febaſtenus; Who was heard to ſay, That one 
Winters Lectures of Monſieur mau at Delph, 
had improv'd his Nephew more in Theology, 
than Four Years Study in the Univerſity of Lovain. 
Ai Roos, a4 Man of Note ia the Miſ- 
, heretofore- A ſſiſtant to Caſtorieuſis; now to 
Sebaftenus, who thought fit to expreſs his eſteem 
of Monſieur Arnaud by the Title of the Phenix of 
France, as may be ſeen in the Preface of his lit- 
tle Book concerning the Sacrifice of Mafs, Pub- 
p' d in 7672.

Hilſt Monſieur Arnaud ſat thus at the 
Helm, arid ſo many Oars in the hands of 
young bigotted Divines were warmly ply d under 
the encouragement of the Apoſtolical Vicar; 'tis 
eaſy to —— what progreſs Fanſeniſm made in 
the ſpace 


Four Years. It play d now no more 
underboard, but boldly pull 


'd off the Mask, and 
took the Pulpit. This Barefac d piece of Impu- 
dence requir d no leſs a Man of a Forehead, than 
of Rhetorick, to recommend it to the Publick; 
and therefore Ceſtorienſis thought none fitter for 
the Province, than one Andrew Vander Schuur, a 
Secular Prieft, who at that time ſerv'd a Catho- 
lick Chapel in Xerrerdem, He was of a bold and 
daring Genious. Theſe were unacceptable qua- 
litiesz but the Biſhop ballanc'd leſs upon the 
choice, becauſe the Chapter of Virerch, as they 
call it, more devoted to him than that of Harleem, 
approv'd it.

There was no year paſs'd now, wherein ſome 
of the Secular Priefts did not diftinguiſh them- 
ſelves in the Pulpit by their new Doctrine. De 
Bom, and young Fan Erkel-made it their buſineſs, 
all through their Leaten Sermons at Delpb, to 
prove it vas not in the power of Judas, nor of 
the bad Thief to (ave. themſelves, and that they 
wanted ſufficient- Grace. That no Ignorance of 
the Law of Nature, tho' never ſo invincible, 
can excuſe him from being Damn d who tran!- 
greſſes it. Now among, other reaſons they 
brought to make this out; they held that to Sin 
Mortally in this State, the liberty, we had in 
Will of Adam is ſufficient. Which propo- 
ions are among the 31 condemn d by Alex-

ed Chapter of Utreteb, which he took upon kim, 
belides the Office of Pour veyor for the Seminary 
of the Holland Miſſion at Zovain; he is lately 
made Dean of 'Delphland, or at leaſt Miniſter in 
that Office, which ties the young Ecclefiafticksto 
him with the ſtrongeſt of motives, dependance. 
As for De Bont and Ooſterlingb, their paſſion for 
the cauſe would not give them leave to baulk 
their thoughts; and therefore in their Lenten 
Sermons, they were as free ſpoken as Van Brbel, 
never mincing the matter to make it more pala- 
table, but forcing it upon the Auditory with Cant 

Now whilft theſe Triumviri Reigr'd in the 
Pulpit with ſuch a Lawleſs Liberty, the Ortho- 
dox Party could promiſs themſelvs nothing but 
outrage and Miſuſage ; and accordingly chty 
made it their Buſineſs to afperſe them With the 
fouleſt of Calumnies, calling them in their Ser- 
mons, Pelagians, Semipelagians, falſe Prophets, 
Precurſors of Antichrift, and the Wretchedide- 
ſcendants of Fudas. But tis obſervable that an 
ill cauſe is commonly defended with bad Lan- 
guage; the manager for want of Argument be- 
ing forced to call in Slanders and Calumnies. 

We have now done with the Pulpit, as to 
what concerns the account of the Noveliſts Poc- 
trine; but there is one piece more of a bold ad- 
venture that belongs to it, with which I wi eloſe 
this Paragraph.

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THE ſucceſs of the Pulpit gave encourage 
ment to the Pen. Several Books came 
out; ſome of which were Tranſcripts, $ne in- 
to Dutch from the French Originals of the Famous 
Monſieur Arnaud: Others were the Genuine 
Products of thoſe Lovain Doctors, who were not 
a little dipt in Fanſenius's Intereſt ; but the 
5 part were Writ by Holland Eccleſia- 
icks, principled from the beginning under 
Lovain Maſters of that Sentiment. Nod as to 
the diſperſing of them, certainly induſtry was 
never more active: They carry'd them into 
Towns and Villages, they thruſt them upon thoſe 
that refus'd them; to thoſe that would not be 
at the Expence of Buying, they offer'd them 
Gratis; and if that would not do, they flung 
them upon them. The chief of theſe Books, 
and 23.1 may call it, the Magazine of the party, 
for alt borrow d out of it is that which goes un- 
der the Title of Catholic Victorious Grace, and 
under the name of Charles de Bom, Printed in 
1684. In the account of this Author, I ſhall wave 
his being a Favourite of Sebaſlenus (tho' that is

The unhappy miſcarriage of this Neophit is 
really a moving Leſſon to teach us the danger 
of ill Company; and therefore I ſhalt allow it 
a few lines, in behalf ot the Readers caution, 
as well as his curĩoſity. He is a Native of Rot- 
terdam, of a Conſular Family, and of the firſt 
Rank in that City. Their Profeſſion was Pro- 
teſtant, of that branch which holds Arminia- 
niſm; but he, and three or four of his Bro- 
thers, with much pains, were gain'd to the Catho- 
lick Church. After he had ended the courſe of 
his Studies, Which he went through'wich great 
ſucceſs; he was made Prieſt, then Paſtor of 
Utretch, afterwards Prefect of the Begginage at 
Delpb, Dean of Delphland, and of the Counſel 
of Gaſtorienfis, and Sebaftenits, which he conti-' 
nu'd a long time in. During theſe Employs, 
he Writ many Books againſt ſeveral Sects, and 
combatted the Reformation very ſucceſsfully, till 
the unhappy arrival of Arnaud at Delpb, who 
ſoon diluted bis Zeal with Sopbifticated Princi - 
ples, and plung d him ſo deep intoFanſeniſm, that 
he Writ this Letter in defence of it: Tis of the 
fame Thread from the beginning to the end, 
and to Note out of it, what is Fanſeniſtical, would 
be to tranſcribe the whole.

But nothing ſpread the contagion more inſen- 
ſibly, and more ethcaciouſly, than a crowd of

Grace to work out his Salvation. This was 


their Chriſtian- like deſign, and the Almighty 
bleſt it with numerous Converſions. . But on the 
contrary, the Novellifts Plot, in new moddelling 
the Catechiſm, was to caft out that point of Or- 
thudox Doctrine: God Created wo Man to be 
Daum d, as being incompatible with theirs : 


God never bad 4 Will that all ſhould be Sav'd; 


Chriſt did not Die for all Men. Again the effect 
was as different as the deſign; no more Conver- 
ſions, no more Inclinations now to be Catho- 
licks; nay thoſe that were come over before, 
went back again, thinking themſelves as ſafe in 
one Belief as the other; both Catechiſms teach- 


ing the ſame Doctrine. | 
It may not ſeem improper to add here a word 


or · two about Reading the Scripture, wherein 
their proceedings are very unaccountable. They 
hold that every one when he comes to the uſe of 
Reaſon, has not only right, but an obligation to 
read the Scriptures. That he commits a Mortal 
Sin, who comes to Communion without having 


prepar'd himſelf a conſiderable time before in 


reading them; if they cannot Read themſelves, 
that they muft have Servants to Read to them.

Several Popes, beſide the preſent, 
had approv'd this Rule, but that was norecom- 
mendation to theſe good Eccleſiaſticks; nay in 
the Book call'd Short and Neceſſary Inſtractions for 
4 Low Catbolicks, concerning the Reading 
of Holy Scripture, the Author has as peremptorily 
erg rf againſt the ſajd caution, as if he had 
poke from the Papal Chair. P.2 1. he ſays, Tis vo: 
in the Church's power to forbid even the rude and ig- 
noram People the reading of the Bible, and the Church 
in attempting it, would be no more the true Church, 
but a Congregation of Satan, P. 28. he ſays, It i 
an Hereſy to tedcb, it is not commendable and profita- 
ble to read the Scriptures promiſcuouſly. Now were 
this Doctrine any way allyed to miftaken zeal, I 
could allow for it; but when I find they chiefly 
recommend thoſe verſions, which are not only 
diſapproved, but poſitively forbid by the Church, 
I am ſatisfy'd there is an ill deſign at the bottom, 
and more of intrigue to ſeduce, than of ſinceri - 
ty to adviſe the unmeaning People.

There is no verſion, I know of, ſo dangerous, 
and ſo unlawful, (bating thoſe of the Retorma- 
tion) as the Monts Teſtament: It was forbid by 


Clement the IX. under pain of Excommunication, .

The jfirft heats broak out, and no wons 
der, in that part of Holland where Monſieur

Vander Sebuur. The lame did Adrian Smit at 
Helverzum, de Bom at Vlaerdingben, Van Wevel- 
inghoven at Gorcum, Van Geſſel at Dort, Walvis 
at Goud, Van Schuur at.Culenburg, and Vianen

In a word, there 
was always a tumult upon the Acceſſion of an 
new Paftor to his Cure, jf he were but the lea 
ſaſpected of Novelliſm; ſo that Sebaſtenus was of- 
ten forc'd to recall his Creatures from their Pa- 
ſtorſhips, as not being able to ſupport the hatred 
of their Pariſhioners, and place others in their 
room of known Catholick principles to appeaſe 
the tumultuous Flock, 
Here our Memorial concludes, being the Year 
1697, as I gather from the Licence. And tho 
it is to be own'd, the Author has perform'd very 
ſatisfactorily as to the ſpace of time he takes in; 
yet there have been ſo great heats and intrigues 
ſince, that I may ſay he has only deſcrib'd the 
Infancy of Fanſeniſm in Holland, and ends where 
its chief effort begins. The Faction has run ve- 
ry high of late, and made matter enough for a 
ſecond Memorial, which 'twere to be wiſh'd 
ſome impartial Pen would acquaint the Publick 
with. Sebaſtenus's being ſuſpended from his A- 
poffolical Vicarſhip, the States intermedling 
with the proceedings, and the Party puſhing the
